CONFER WITH HINES 


Agreement Apparently A* Far 


Away As Ever; Meeting Will 


Continue Today 


Washington, November 11. —After 


a four-hour conference today, agree- 
ment between the railroad adminis- 
tration and the four railroad brother 
hood leaders appaiently was as far 
away tonight as at any time since the 
brotherhood demands for time and a 
half for overtime in road service and 
revision of working conditions were 
laid before. Director General Bines 
several months ago. 


Conferring with the director gener- 


al were Timothy Shea, president of 
the firemen and enginemen; L. E. 
Shepherd, president of the conduc- 
tors; W. G. Lee, president 
of the 


trainmen; and J. J. Corrigan, acting 
for W. S. Stone, president of the en- 
gineers. 


When the meeting adjourned, it was 


stated the sessions would be resumed 
tomorrow, 
officials explaining that 


little had been accomplished at the 
initial meeting. 


The conference re-opened a series 


of moot questions, including the old 
one of establishment of the time and a 
half for overtime principle In road 
service, which has come up in every 
wage scale conference held during the 
period of government control. 


While union leaders were under- 


stood to be insistent in their demands, 
it was indicated that throughout to- 
day's meeting all discussions were 
amicable. The brotherhood men were

mocracy, Edward, Prince of Wales, 
wa* welcomed to Wgnhington today 
and became the guest of the nation. 
Owine partly to the Illness of Presi- 
dent Wilson, which prevented his per- 
sonal participation, the reception cer- 
emonies on the arrival of the Prince 
were very informal, 
although Vice 


President Marshall, members of the 
cabinet, and high officers of the army 
and navy stood in a drizzling rain at 
the station to greet the distinguished 
visitor. 


The more formal welcome was ex- 


tended tonight by Mr. Marshall acting 
for the President, at hU dinner given 
in the Prince's honor at the Perry 
Belmont home, set aside for the use 
of the royal party during its three- 
day stay in'Waahington. 


After the brief greetings on his ar- 


rival, and a ride through wet streets 
behind a cavalry escort. Prince Ed- 
ward's time was taken up with re- 
ceiving formal calls until he broke 
away to pay a brief visit to the White 
House and make personal Inqulrv as 
to the health of the President. 


He was received by Mrs. Wilson and 


Miss Margaret Wilson, but will not 
see Mr. Wilson until Thursday. The 
Prince then will be Mrs. Wilson's 
guest at tea and will visit the Presi- 
dent in his sick room, Rear Admiral 
Grayson, the 
President's physician,

Throughout the stay of the Prince 


In Washington, a wide degree of elas- 
ticity will characterize his schedule 
and no advance announcements as to 
times and places of his visit Will be 
made.

PARADE FIRED ON 


Three Former Soldiers Killed As 


Result Of I. W. W. Outrage 


In Centralia, Wash. 


ARREST l6~SUSPECTS 


Men Thrown In Jail And Guard- 


ed To Prevent Escape And 


Protect From Lynching 


Centralla, Wash., Nov. 11.—Three 


former soldiers were killed and a 
number Injured today by snipers, said 
to have been Industrial Workers of 
the World, who filed on an Armistice 
day parade marching 
through 
the 


streets of this city. 


Shots poured ftom 
the 
roof* of 


buildings as the parade neared Tower 
avenue, Centralla's main street, and 
Second avenue. Arthur E. McElfresh, 
Warren O. Grimm, attorney and for- 
mer University of Washington foot- 
ball star, and Ben Cassagranda, real 
state man, lay dead tonight as a re- 
sult of the shooting. AH three were 
residents of Centralia. 
Four others 


sustaining less sevete wounds were: 
reorge Stevens and Dale Hubbaril of 
Centralia, and two men from Che- 
halis. Wash., whose last names were 
given as Friscus and Watt. 


The parade of veterans of the world 


war broke up quickly, while the uni- 
formed marchers made a dash to raid 
the I. W. W. hall and round up all 
suspicious characters. 


The ser\ice men aoon stripped the 


hall of all furniture and documents 
and arrested 16 men. Thrown in jail, 
they were guarded by the former sol- 
diers to prevent their escape and pro- 
tect them from lynching. 


* Mob Fought Back. 


A mob seeking the prisoners was 


fought bask by the overseas men, who 
stood guard at the jail to see that of- 
ficials made no effort to take the' sus- 
pects away. A quantity of arms and 
ammunition was seized when the mob 
ransacked the I. W. W. headquarters, 
near which the shooting 
occurred, 


trampled down the building front, and 
threw into the street and burned all 
the organization's literature and prop- 
erty which could be found. 
Posses 


scoured the timber camps and search- 
ed feverishly among the town's 1,000 
Inhabitants for other radicals. 


Immediately after the shooting, a 


crowd of spectators and marcher* 
seized a man they believed to be the 
ringleader of the I. W. W. They put 
a rope around his neck, threw the 
rope over the cross arm ot a telephone 
pole, and started to haul him up. He 
was in the air only a brief period be- 
fore the chief of police prevailed upon 
the crowd to let him down. Tonight 
the man was in jail here seriously In- 
jured.

LOOK TO MOTORISTS 


Expect Them To Make Up LOBS 


Of Revenue Caused By 


Prohibition 


New Yolk, November 11. —Mem- 


bers of the New York State Hotel 
Men's association, despairing of miti- 
gating the rigors 
of the prohibition 


law, have turned to motorists in the 
hope of making u|> through their pat- 
ronage the loss of revenue from the 
sale of liquors. 
At the third annual 


convention of the organization held 
here todaj, a resolution pleadging sup- 
port to a proposed 
bond 
issue of 


$100,000,000 for good roads in New 
York state was unanimously passed. 
This action was taken after the mem- 
bers ot the association had learned 
from their counsel that there was lit- 
tle hope of again selling liquor. 


Highway Commissioner Green, who 


advocated the bond issue, pointed out 
that good roads meant more" motorists 
from other states and a larger num- 
ber of patrons for the hotel. 


Frank Boland, of counsel for the 


association, after calling attention to 
the discouragement over the prohi- 
bition outlook from the hotel men's 
viewpoint, sounded a warning regard- 
ing a "secret move" by radicals to 
seize the property of the members.

pioneers into the timbered country 
around the city.

Now York, Nov. 11. — Stocks went 


down with a *r»*h today, all galna of 
the previous month, and much more 
in a number of instance*. b«lng sac- 
rificed in the wave of liquidation which 
swept over the market In the furious- 
ly-active final hour. 


Excepting United States Steel and 


representative railway 
share*, 
in 


which recession* were comparatively 
moderate, leader* reacted 6 to almost 
40 points. Central Motor*, conspicu- 
ous for it* recent advance above 400, 
broke from It*, its be*t price of the 
morning, to 34 8 ft. 


Primarily, the violent upheaval was 


attributed to recurrent *tring«ncy in 
the money market. Call loan* opened 
at the new high of 14 per cent and 
held at that price until the last hour, 
when 20 per cent wa* demanded, with 
another Jump to 25 per cent Just be- 
fore the finish. 


To add to the unsettlement, further 


apprehension wa* caused-by the de- 
moralized condition which prevailed 
In the market for foreign exchange. 
Rates on London, Part* and Rome 
fell to new level* of discount and re- 
mittance* to l«s* Important European 
center* were sympathetically affected. 


The market was strong almost to 


the point of buoyancy at the opening, 
gains of 2 to I point* being accelerated 
by the short covering which followed 
the announcement of the calllng-off 
of the coal miners' strike. 


Reversals set in before the end of 


the first hour, however, each tentative 
rally being followed by a gradual 
drop to lower level*. Technical condi- 
tions doubtless contributed 
to 
the 


crumbling of prices at the end, many 
weak-margined accounts being thrown 
upon the market as "stop loss" orders 
were uncovered. Sales amounted to 
1.900.000 shares, almost 600.000 of 
which changed^ hands in the last *° 
minutes. 


Bonds were featureless and more or 


less neglected In the attention direct- 
ed to the stock market. Mosf issue*, 
including the liberty 
group, were 


again Irregular to heavy. Total sales, 
par value, aggregated $13,350,000. Old 
United States bonds were unchanged 
on call.

NAMING TUB FARM 


"With the growing need of advertis- 


ing farm products and of identifying 
farms in connection with community 
enterprises, the New York slate col- 
lege of agrclulture at Ithaca suggest* 
that all farms should have distinctive 
names, and that during the winter 
when the family gets together more 
frequently than at other seasons the 
matter of a name for the farm may 
be discussed. 


Among the most common tipcs of 


name, are those derived from some to- 
pographic feature of the farm, such 
as Riverdale, firookdale. 
Lakeside, 


Hillcres', Shady Valley, and the like. 
Other farms take their names from 
trees and are called Woodlawn. Shady 
Lane, Maple Grove, Plnecroft, Birch 
Farm and so on. 


A favorite form of name is made by 


combining the 
old English 
words 


"hurst" or "croft," which mean home- 
stead, with the name of the owner. 
This practice gives nse to such names 
as Aldenhurst, and Allancroft. Some- 
times the name of the owner is sug- 
gested in .. fanciful 
way, as in the 


case of a farm once owned by former 
Dean Bailey of Cornell, the farm be- 
ing known as Bailiwick. In another 
instance, Stonefarm denoted the name 
of the owner and the character of the 
land. In still another instance, a man 
who had looked forward all his life to 
acquiring a farm 
in his own right 


finally celebrated his ownership 
by 


naming his place lona Farm. 


The college points out that a name 


should not be too fanciful, but should 
be dignified and descriptive. la ft 
majority of cases, it says, the simpler 
and more commonplace 
the words 


that are used, the better the result 
may be. 


Outside of mere sentiment, however, 


there Is or may be a monetary value 
la a name, particularly when associat- 
ed with high quality of farm products. 
By careful attention to the field, fowl 
and dairy products it may readily be 
the Buttercup farm's eggs, or cheese, 
or butter, or milk, or honey, or ap- 
ples, or potatoes, or in short any of 
the multitude of things which its 
stands for 17111 be index of high quali- 
ty, in that case the name makes for 
quicker markets, a better demand and 
8. higher price. Ir naming the farm, 
therefore, only a part will have been 
done. 
The full value of tho naming 


will have been attained 
when it Is 


known wherever heard oa a synonym 
of quality.

terment but those who would destroy 
all that it has taken centuries to es- 
tablish and have nothing whatever to 
offer In its place it spells utter chaos 
and ruin. We should aay to a!! Red 
emissaries and Bolshevists, you must 
be loyal to America and advocate only 
the elimination and evll«, preserving 
that which li right, or *I*e get out 


We all recognise that some things 


are not as they should be and we 
should be united in eliminating them, 
meanwhile preserving the republic and 
its principles of equal and sxact jus- 
tice for all, with no special privileges 
either to wealth or labor, with the 
square dea' for everybody—then will 
the nation be preserved and the world 
advanced toward the golden age for 
which we fondly hope.
